“Without effective stabilization 
policies, our defense program 
could defeat its own purpose by 
destroying the economy which is 
the bedrock of our strength.” 

He added: “All parts of the 
stabilization program — taxes, 
credit, savings, prices, wages or 
rent—are interdependent. Failure 
to take strong enough action on 
any one of these will hurt the 
whole effort.” 

Wilson also reported — great 
strides in the military and eco- 
nomic strength of our European 
Allies. He reported preparedness 
production thete has doubled in 
two years since the signing of the 
North Atlantic Treaty and pre- 
dicted it would nearly double 
again in the coming year.

DOVER, N. J., April 1—(4)—A 
man, his wife and sister were shot 
to death in their home and Dela- 
ware State Police said their 16- 
year-old nephew confessed ‘Sun- 
day to the triple killing. 

William A. Nickle, one of 10 
children and with a record of ju- 
venile delinquency, was arrested 
in Pearson's Corner, Del., where 
he fled after the shootings about 
midnight Saturday. 

The dead are Charles Brown, 
49, a bedridden invalid: his wife, 
Mary, 42, a registered nurse and 
telephone operator, and Brown's 
sister, Mrs. Myrtle Brown, who 
had come from. her home 
Shelbiana, Ky., to help out. 

Police at first were baffled for 
a motive in the killings, but final- 
ly Morris County Prosecutor John 
D. Collins and Dover Police Chief 
John J. Valley pieced together this 
theory: 

Young Nickle, who had been 
living with his uncle and aunt for 
about two years, often had taken 
their car without permission. ; 

He was reprimanded for this 
and, brooded about it. He ‘bought 
a .22 calibre rifle from a boy- 
friend several days ago, telling 
him

Late Saturday night, Nickle met 
his Aunt Mary at the Brown 
home as she was coming home 
from work and shot her in the 
face and stomach with the rifle.

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Inflation 
Rite, Says 
Tax-Now Bloc

WASHINGTON, April 1— The 
Joint Congressional Committee on 
the economic report warned Sun- 
day that the nation is in the grip 
of “galloping inflation” in calling 
for quick enactment of a pay-as- 
you-go tax program. 

Asserting that the tax action 
should not wait upon the voting 
of appropriations as is normal, the 
Committee unanimously held that 
promptness in taking:-at this point 
“may save billions of dollars later 
this year and tens of billions 
thereafter.” 

“Increases in individual with- 
holding rates are necessary to 
curb current excess consumer de- 
mand, and increases in taxes on 
business and corporate profits are 
needed to reduce current’ excess in 
business buying,” the Committee 
stated. 


DEFICIT THIS SPRING 


“Such increases in taxes,” it 
added, “may help to put a damper

than the February estimate, and 
21 percent for March, 1950.

The largest increases in con- 
struction of other types during 
the first three months of the year 
came in industrial and commer- 
cial buildings, and for military 
and naval facilities.

* BUENOS AIRES, Argentina, 
April 1—(#)—Attacks on custom- 
ers by boycotting news vendors 
Sunday forced the independent 
provincial newspaper in Cordoba 
to cease publication, publishers of 
the paper said. | 

The newspaper, La Voz del In- 
terior, has been the target of a 
news vendors’ boycott similar to 
that which first closed down the 
big independent daily, La Prensa, 
in Buenos Aires. La Voz is one of 
the few remaining independent 
provincial papers in Argentina, 
and has often criticized the gov- 
ernment of President Juan D. 
Peron. 

The progovernment news ven- 
dors’. ufijion started the boycott 
March 13, demanding exclusive 
rights to distribute La Voz. But 
the newspaper continued to pub- 
lish a few copies, which it sold 
to customers over the counter at 
its offices.-The publishers said the 
picketing news vendors attacked 
the customers as they left the of- 
fice carrying copies of the news- 
paper. : 

Officials of the newspaper had 
announced 10 days after the boy- 
cott started that they were wiil- 
ing to accept any decision govern- 
ment mediators might. make in 
order to resume normal publica- 
tion. But thus far Provincial La-

At 
the peak of the last World War, 
he explained, 45 percent of the 
gross national product went for 
national defense. Currently eight 
percent is diverted to defense 
needs andeby the end of this year 
the figure will be about 15 per- 
cent, he said. 

20 PERCENT OF, INCOME 

“As we now foresee it,” Wil- 
son’s. report continued, “the de- 
fense program, at its height, will 

not require more than 20 per- 
cent of the gross national product.” 

“Cutoffs” in the production of 
such things as automobiles, refrig- 
erators, washing machines and 
similar consumer goods, which 
characterized the last war will 
not occur in this emergency, Wil- 
son said. 

“We will have to wait for some 
of the things that we will want 
to buy, new housing, for instance, 
and new automobiles,” Wilson’s 
report said. “But few goods will 
disappear completely from the 
market as some did in World 
War II. 

In the manpower field, Wilson 
estimated that an addition of 3,- 
000,000 to 4,000,000 workers, men 
and women, will have to be made 
to those currently in military pro- 
duction. 

In order to make the best use of 
manpower resources, Wilson sug- 
gested, these things must be done: 
MANPOWER US 

l. Distribute U. S. manpower 
between the military services and 
the civilian economy so as to 
achieve the. best results in terms 
of the national interest. 

2. Expand the supply of man- 
power available for defense pro- 
duction, including agriculture, 
until requirements are met. 

3. Utilize the American work 
force at its highest skills and 
capacities. ° 

4. Quickly train adequate num- 
bers for defense jobs and con- 
tinue the education and trajming 
of skilled and scientific personnel. 

5. Provide adequate housing 
and community facilities for de- 
fense workers whenever the de- 
-fense ee cannot be lo- 
cated where the workers already 
live. 
| 6. Maintain basic standards of 
education and health, so as to de- 
velop U. S. manpower resources 
over the long run.

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What Basis for a Let-Down? 


It would take a great deal of micro- 
scopic searching of the international situ- 
ation, plus an excess of optimism, to find 
any firm basis for the growing conviction 
that the time now has come when the 
country can slow down the pace of re- 
armament. 


Actually, the greatest danger of new 


Communist aggression will be within the » 


next 18 months or so. The next six months 
will be especially hazardous. 


We fear the public and the Congress 
have been lulled by six weeks of good re- 
ports from the Korean front. But develop- 
ments there in the past few days show 
clearly the Communists have no intention 
of giving up or agreeing to a truce. 

Besides, Korea is merely a tiny. symp- 
tom of the friction between the t and 
the West. It is important to the free 
world as a matter of principle; but from 
the standpoint of grand strategy in the 
battle with Soviet expansion it is insig- 
» nificant. 

So far the chief effect of rearmament 
in free Europe has been psychological. 
The West is woefully unprepared to meet 
a Soviet attack and Russian armies would 
find little to prevent them from marching 
to the English Channel. That- condition 
will not be improved until Fall and great 
improvement—sufficient to enable us to 
breathe a short sigh of relief—will not 
come until toward the end of 1952. 

It is true there are no signs Russia is 
preparing to. attick. But no extensive 
preparations would be necessary. Soviet

That is a reasonable and nece 
essary goal. 


Mobilizer Wilson-has testified we shall 
not reach that point for another 18 months 
arid perhaps slightly longer. It is danger- 
ous, and it could be suicidal, for us to relax 
now in the smug assurance ‘that after only 
a few months of partial mobilization we 
stand strong enough to defend freedom. 


The Senate today will act on the troops- 
for-Europe proposal. Any resolution which 
does other than assure as much American 
help as may be needed, ‘with no qualifica- 
tions beyond a reasonable. insistence that 
free Europe do as much as it is able, would 
have the effect of translating our present 
dangerous complacency into a matter of 
policy. It would weaken the forces of free- 
dom everywhere.

So accustomed have we become to pass- 
ing up the Market Bulletin as the purely

A Symbol 
Of ‘Stability 


WASHINGTON — Presidents and potentates, 


along with kings and other chiefs of state, move 

“ie with a pomp and ceremony that is not to be 
denied. Being a part of our traditions, it was ever thus. 

Nothing better illustrates the point than the ceremony that 
marked the arrival in Washington of President Vincent Auriol 
of France, on a 10-day visit to the United States and Canada. In 
honor of the occasion, Pennsylvania Avenue, historical parade 
ground of American Presidents, was flag-bedecked and jammed 
with a generous outpouring of people. : 

Not since the King and Queen of England were here in 1939 
just before the outbreak of World War II has Washington put on 
a comparable demonstration in peacetime for a visiting foreign 
dignitary. The parade up the Avenue from the Union Station to 
the White House had all the trappings of an inaugural, with a 
half-dozen bands and .all components of our military establishment 
represented, including tanks and jeeps and squadrons of fast-flying 
jet planes soaring overhead. 

Traditional. We traditionally make that sort of fuss over our 

Presidents and visiting foreign chiefs of state, 
more particularly when they come from a friendly country. The 
friendship between France ‘and the United States dates back to 
the American Revolution and stems from the aid we received 
from Gen. Lafayette. 

President Auriol’s visit is meaningless except as a good-will 
gesture. The office he holds is a.mere -figurehead in France. 
His power and authority is practically nil. It is nowhere com- 
parable to the power carried by the Presidency of the United 
States. The President of France is even more of a figurehead 
than the King of England, who, if he happens to be a strong man, 
can more easily assert himself. 

Under the French system of government, the President is not 
even elected by the people but by the National Assembly. His 
function is mostly to deliver nonpolitical speeches at the unveiling 


of monuments and the laying of cornerstones for public buildings. 


Perhaps his most important job is offer the ‘premiership to 
some man who can form a new cabinet at times of ministerial 
crises in France. The French insist upon Presidents who are 
nonpolitical in character. 
No Softie None of this is to say, however, that. M. Auriol is 
of the milk-toast type. The son of a baker, he came 
up in French politics the hard way, serving in the Chamber of 
Deputies and in various ministeries before being 4lected Presi- 
dent for a seven-year term in 1947. He was an able Minister of 
Finance in the government formed after the war. 

But, while President Auriol comes on a visit to us as a chief 
of state without too much power, his presence represents some- 
thing of--a symbol. Since the end of the war Soviet Russia has 
sought to shatter the friendly relations between the United States 
and France. Its objective is to throw a wedge between the two 
countries in an effort to wreck the common front being built up 
among Atlantic Pact nations for the defense of Western Europe 
and other freedom-loving nations of the world against the threat 


-of Communist aggression. 
Firm Stand France, as one of the key nations in the. Atlantic 


Pact group, is standing firm. It has made clear 
through its various governmental spokesmen that the Soviet effort 
will not bear fruit. ‘Hence the symbol that is behind President 
Auriol’s visit—the first ever made fo this country by a:head of 
state in France.. The pomp and ceremony attending his arrival 
in Washington is in keeping with all of this. 

France, has a reputation for being mecurial and unstable in its 
ministeries. Premiers and cabinets have a way of going with 
startling frequency. But there is a stability about the Presidency 


that gives the country a certain unity of purpose. M. Auriol re- 


flects this in his mission to our country.

Obviously, I just can’t answer all such letters 
with the particularity which the facts deserve. 
Many individual letters and the documents call 
for an hour or more of study and you know how 
many man-hours there are in a man. 


The same respect for the individuality of 
each letter deters me from giving brush-off re- 
plies or trite little acknowledgments to many 
other letters, however polite I might make them. 


When you have had the goodness to write 
me an encouraging compliment, and I am con- 
stantly gratified and surprised by the large pro- 
portion of such letters, or to tell me, as many do, 
. that they remember me in their prayers, no less 
than a personal reply of appropriate length and 
thoughtfulness will do. The next, best thing, 
inasmuch as I am not equal to the duty of writing 
such answers in addition to my job of acquiring 
facts and organizing them into pieces for the 
paper, is to throw myself on the mercy of the 
court in this manner and form. 

It is no trade secret, I suppose, that one gets 
a number of trap letters trying to elicit action- 
able opinions of this or that Communist person 
or organization. I get a regular trickle of these 
things and, when I do answer one, as I some- 
times find myself doing when I ought to be 
thanking you for yours, I don’t know from 
nuttin’. 

Or some Communist letterhead outfit will 
detail one of its staff to write me a personal 
letter of entrapment congratulating me on my 
“firm stand” against someone or something and 
expressing a desire to join in this work. I ditch 
these. But they never let up. They are tire- 
less. Possibly they do get a few unwary, ill- 


considered thank-yous, perhaps in the mass- 
production process of offices which have bat- 
teries of hired letter writers. 
case, such a staff would include a Communist 
plant. Under my method that can’t hdppen. I 
roll my own, if any. 

In the last few years letters of condolence 
to widows of old friends in the newspaper busi- 
ness and other businesses, especially sports, and 
to men on the loss of their wives, have increased, 
but that, of course, is the experience of all of us 
who are rising in years. How do you do it? 

I think of Lincoln’s letter to Mrs. Bixby on 
the loss of her six sons—or were they five?— 
in which with soft, melodious sincerity, he de- 
spaired of assuaging her grief. But that master- 
piece only makes one self-conscious and stilted. 


What can one say, anyway? 


“But O for the touch of a vanished hand, 
and the sound of a voice that is still!” No! No! 
Do you want to crush a heart already broken? 


One of my colleagues, a very controver- 
sial man, uses two kinds of form letters, one 
for friendly letters, the other for the tor- 
pedoes. He says they have been well re- 
ceived, but I hesitate. In each case, he days 
frankly that this is a form letter and pleas- 
antly explains that his situation makes this 
device necessary. f 


But I don’t know.. To me, it seems not 
warm enough for the friendly, even, as I say, 
prayerful, letters. 

Postcards never count with me. In the basket. 

I thought I would try to clear this up be- 
cause I am going to take a little vacation and I 
was thinking that would give me a chance to 
answer those heaps of letters on the desk, on 
the long table, on the card table in my bedroom, 
on the couch, all over the place. But what kind 
of vacation would that be? 

So, if I never get around to answering yours, 
will you forgive me and take this for explana- 
tion and grateful eppreciatien? 1\hope so be-

Food Habits 


The beauty of eating to re- 
duce is that it helps establish 
new food habits as weight is 
being lost. Then keeping slim is 
a natural. 

A successful reducer who has 
taken off 28 pounds, asks what 
foods to add to hold her weight 
at normal. 

“A year ago I was put.on a 
diet similar to yours by my 
doctor. I followed your sugges- 
tions from day to day and went 
from 182 pounds to 154 in six 
months. I never minded the 
diet but wish you would suggest 
a diet suitable to keep my 
weight down—without continu- 
ing to lose.” 


The secret of holding weight 
at normal is to ,continue to 
build the daily meals around 
the protective foods; This 
strengthens new food habits’ 
and continues to furnish 
perfect nutrition, which less- 
ens-the temptation to return 
to fattening ways of eating. 


Since our dieter is now nor- 
mal weight and does not need 
to reduce further, she should 
add enough calories to meet 
her daily energy requirements. 
When food intake balances en- 
ergy demands, weight remains 
steady. 

Now the question is, what 
foods can be added so that she 
will neither gain nor lose? 

Well, that depends on the in- 
dividual. Any food could be 
added to the diet, and as long 
as her calorie requirements are 
not exceeded she will not add 
weight. 

But habit enters in. If the 
habit of eating between meals, 
or indulging in hot buns and 
butter or rich desserts, caused 
her to gain in the first place, 
then resuming that practice is 
a turn in the wrong direction. 
Once a reducer has broken a 
fattening habit, it’s best not to 
get back into that pattern after 
the weight is off. 


The wisest thing mt * 
simply add more of the pro- 
tective foods, more milk, meat 
and vegetables, a potato, a 
slice of bread and butter. It 
is far better to increase the 
protective foods than it is to 
add calories through daily 
pastries and foods that can 
quickly pile on pounds. 


Here’s a tip: In keeping slim, 
weigh twice a week. If the 
pointer is up or down one pound, 
adjust the calories. Here’s a 
warning: Put a_ two-pound 

. limit on weight gains. Take off 
those two pounds. 

A promise: By holding weight 
at normal for a single year, not 
only are normal-weight fcod 
habits firmly fixed, but the body 
itself adjusts to this weight 
level and. keeping weight nor- 
mal is no trouble at all.

Freeze Only Best Meats 
To Avoid Early Spoulage 


By AGNES REASOR OLMSTEAD 
If someone could make a survey of the contents of home food 
freezers, we suspect he’d find more food packed away than could 
possibly be used before some deterioration occurred. Especially 


would this be true of meats. 

There’s a limit on the. time 
frozen meats will keep in good 
condition. Storage time varies, 
those with a large amount of fat 
keeping less well than lean 
meats. Smok®éd meats, sausages, 
and cold meats are very poor 
keepers in frozen storage. If 
the temperatures during storage 
is not zero or below, rancidity 
and drying of meats are has- 
tened. 


Only top quality meat, like 
fruits and vegetables, should 
be frozen. They must be 
packaged properly. The hu- 
midity, air movement, and 
light are additional factors af- 
fecting storage time. 


According to reliable sources 
here are the various times cer- 
tain foods are likely to remain 
in good condition in home food 
freezers: 


FREEZER STORAGE TIMES 
FOR MEATS, FISH AND 
POULTRY 
(Zero temperature or lower) 

Beef: 9 to 12 months. 

Ground beef: 3 months. 

Livers, hearts, kidneys: 3 to 4 
months. 

Veal: 6 te 3 months. 

Lamb: 6 to 9 months. 

Pork: 3 to 6 months. 

Pork sausage: 1 to 3 months. 

Ham and bacon: 1 te 3 months. 

Meat soups: 2 montks. 

Stews: 3 to 6 months. 

Spaghetti, meat: 3 to 6 months. 

Fish: 1 te 3 months. 

(The fatter the fish the poorer 
the keeping quality. Salmon, 


The holding temperature is 
important, The freezing com- 
partment of a refrigerator is 
not cold enough; even a big 
freezer storage box on the top 
of a refrigerator may not al- 
ways maintain zero degrees. 
Pork will stay frozen at. 15 
degrees, but it will rapidly 
become rancid. Even beef, the 
most stable meat in the freez- 
er, needs zero temperature to 
protect its fine flavor and re- 
tain its moisture. 


Here are some additional tips 
worth following: 


1, Spices and seasonings, ex- 
cept salt, usually retard the 
rancidity in meat. Salt accel- 
erates it. 


. Smoked meats unless prop- 
erly packaged pass on their 
flavor to other foods in the 
freezer. 


. ‘Most research people say not 
to freeze stuffed poultry be- 
cause of the possibility of 
food poisoning from careless 
freezing, thawing or cooking. 
One definite advantage of 
freezing pork is that if the 
meat is held at freezing for as 
long as three weeks, any tri-
